Health of GIs 
Discharged Not 
To Be Mentioned 

The Army has taken action to 
insure that discharge certificates 
issued to men and women leaving 
the service do not mention the 
physical condition of the recipient, 
the War Department announced. 

Honorable Discharge Certificates 
which do mention or contain detri¬ 
mental remarks intended to de¬ 
scribe physical conditions have in 
some cases been erroneously issued 
in the past. Upon the request of 
the individual together with the 
return of the discharge, it has been 
the practice of the War Depart¬ 
ment to effect corrective replace¬ 
ments. This practice will be con¬ 
tinued. ^ 

Similar measures have been in¬ 
stituted with respect to blue dis¬ 
charges and the newly authorized 
blue certificate may be issued to 
replace the blue discharge upon 
which unauthorized entries appear. 

Discharge certificates containing 
entries of the physical condition 
should, if desired by the holder, be 
forwarded to the Adjutant General, 
Washington 25, D. C., for appro¬ 
priate replacement.

Large Awards 
or New Ideas 

The War Bond Rally and Sug¬ 
gestion Award program held in 
Theater No. 1, Tuesday, 5 Decem¬ 
ber, 1944, was attended by an en¬ 
thusiastic audience of civilian em¬ 
ployes from all sections of the 
camp. 

Acting as master of ceremonies, 
Houston Speer, Chief, Civilian Per¬ 
sonnel Branch, introduced the 
three speakers of the afternoon: 
the Commanding Officer, Colonel 
Earle R. Sarles; the new Catholie 
Chaplain at this station, Francis 
McCarthy, and Lt. Mabel F. Peter¬ 
son, Camp War Bond Officer. 

Colonel Sarles presented the 
Camp Anza Suggestion Awards to 
Mr. Karl Eisenhart and Mr. August 
Oberlin of the Combined Mainte¬ 
nance Section for their accepted 
ideas to aid the war effort. Their 
contribution, the invention of a 
siphon for gasoline stoves, tanks 
and small containers is amazing in 
its simplicity. The importance of 
the siphon as a safety device was 
emphasized by Colonel Sarles since 
it removes all fumes as well as 
gasoline from the containers 
shipped overseas. Colonel Sarles 
also spoke about the grave impor¬ 
tance of fuU participation in the 
War Bond Drive and compared the 
duties and sacrifices of civilians 
working at home to those of the 
men at the front who are fighting 
and buying bonds. 

Chaplain McCarthy, who has 
served on three major fronts, spoke 
of the power of prayer and the 
meaning of religious services while 
in combat. He urged that the 
home front keep up a spiritual line 
of supply to the men on the battle 
field . . . Bonds furnish one vital 
type of support; prayers give an¬ 
other! 

Lt. Mabel F. Peterson, War Bond 
Officer, introduced her “minute- 
men” the young ladies who are re¬ 
sponsible for thorough camp par¬ 
ticipation in this new War Bond 
Drive. The amount of cash sales 
has already reached $25,000, or 38 
per cent of our goal of $65,000. We 
have 100 per cent participation 
among the civilian employes,* who 
subscribe nearly 12 per cent of 
their earnings each pay period— 
“Let’s make it 15 per cent.” 

The final feature of the rally was 
the showing of motion pictures of 
China’s tremendous manpower go¬ 
ing to work in the building of huge 
airfields for our planes, the retak¬ 
ing of Guam, and the propaganda 
employed by Hitler as a means to 
poison the minds of the people of 
Europe and the United States.

Orientation 

Weekly orientation activities of 
Camp Anza’s Information - Educa¬ 
tion office are concentrated on 
four sectional discussion meetings, 
with station complement personnel. 
The four sections included in these 
meetings are: (1) Medical Detach¬ 
ment and patients; (2) Mess per¬ 
sonnel; (3) Operation, MP’s and 
the AAP Command Group; and (4) 
Headquarters section. Meeting 
places include the Station. Hospital 
Red Cross Recreation Building, 
Area “B” Mess Hall, Orientation 
‘Center at Service Club No. 1 and 
Post Theater No. 1. 

Leading these discussion groups 
Is the Information-Education Offi- 
. cer, Lt. Ray B. Azeltine. Lt. Azel¬ 
tine uses as his texts Army Fact 
Sheets, prepared by the War De- 
8 partment in Washington. Topics 
Include reviews of the progress of 
the war, an outline of the Dum¬ 
barton Oaks Conference, review of 
the GI Bill of Rights and other 
topics pertinent to military per¬ 
sonnel. Cpl. Richard Nickson, of 
the Information-Education office, 
presents news analyses. Through¬ 
out these meetings, participation 
by the soldiers themselves is 
strongly emphasized. Discussions 
are scheduled for one hour. 

Besides this program, the Infor¬ 
mation-Education Office also dis¬ 
tributes 65 news maps weekly 
throughout the post area and ori¬ 
entation material is printed each 
week in the Anza “Zip.” GI movies 
are given weekly showings at each 
Service Club, and Cpl. Nickson 
broadcasts the news daily at 1230 
over the loud-speaker system. Ori¬ 
entation Centers are maintained 
daily, maps, teletype news and in¬ 
formational posters /keeping sol¬ 
diers posted on the latest war news.

Can prayer turn aside an enemy 
bullet? I say the answer is, yes, 
it can. I don’t say it will, but it 
can. A bullet obeys certain known 
laws. So does the head it hits. And 
if the tWo come together the man 
is dead. If some change occurs in 
either case, the result is different. 

If, for instance, the man who 
has been lying behind a stone sud¬ 
denly wills to put another idea into 
operation and starts - for a foxhole, 
that particular bullet will still fol¬ 
low its predetermined path, but the 
head will not be there. In all that, 
you have inflexible law, but you 
have also a variable element, the 
human will, which is moved by in¬ 
calculable thoughts and wishes. 

Some men have so strong a feel¬ 
ing that all that happens is fore¬ 
ordained, that “what* is to be will 
be,” that “if the shell has your 
name on it there’s no escaping it,” 
that any attempt to interfere, 'espe¬ 
cially by use of notoriously useless 
praying, would be a waste of 
thought and breath far better just 
to sit and worry. But man has 
never accomplished anything by 
that attitude—neither cured a dis¬ 
ease nor built a bridge nor reaped 
a harvest. 

God knows what is to be, but 
God’s foreknowledge does not 
mean foreordination. Now, if God 
is moved by your prayer, it is not 
beyond the power of imagination 
to see how it would be possible for 
Supreme ■ Intelligence to influence 
your will, and other wills, or even 
the weather or the food to bring 
about the answer you so badly 
want. God incorporates into His 
sovereign government your will as 
a cooperative element. He wills 
what you will, because your small 
will somehow now fits in with His 
large purpose.

United States enters its 
fourth year of war with every as¬ 
surance that 1945, if not 1944, will 
mark the termination of its Axis 
enemy's activity in Europe. With 
the imminent knockout of the Hun¬ 
garian satellite nation by the Red 
Army, Germany will be left en¬ 
tirely to her own resources, except 
for the minor, support she receives 
from the remaining Fascists in 
northern Italy. 

Besides overwhelming victories 
on the battle fronts, America also 
scored a major political victory 
last week with the statement of 
Secretary of State Stettinius that 
American policy supports the free 
working out of internal political 
controversies within European 
countries freed of the Nazi yoke, 
without interference from the ma¬ 
jor liberating powers. 

The postwar world to-be re¬ 
ceived further assurance of secur¬ 
ity from the important treaty of 
alliance and mutual assistance 
signed by France and the Soviet 
Union. This negotiation completes 
Soviet-French-Czech intentions to 
rely upon their combined strength 
to prevent Germany from threat¬ 
ening peace again. 

Meantime, the March on the 
Rhine is gaining fresh impetus, de¬ 
spite the first flurry of snow. After 
a week of comparative quiet, the 
First Army front is ablaze again, 
with a tremendous Yank push to 
the outskirts of Duren, Nazi 
stronghold within 20 miles of Co¬ 
logne on the Rhine. Farther south, 
in the Third Army sector, enemy 
counter-attacks have slowed . the 
drive into the Saar. But in the 
Alsace province Seventh Army 
doughboys are slogging ahead, and 
now are at the approaches to Ha- 
guenau. 

Since the liberation of Ravenna 
on the Adriatic in Italy, the Allies 
have succeeded in sweeping on 
northward and in posing a flank¬ 
ing threat to the Nazi strongpoint 
at Faenza, southeast of Bologna. 

On the eastern front Soviet ar¬ 
mies are tightening their siege arc 
around Budapest. So far Red artil¬ 
lery has refrained from shelling 
the Magyar capital. Nazi forces 
there already are reported to be in 
frantic retreat, as other Soviet 
forces drive farther and farther 
toward Austria and southern Ger¬ 
many both to the north and to the 
south of Budapest. 

The only other military activity 
in the east is being directed by 
British policy against the Greek 
people in Athens, despite mounting 
voices of protest both in this coun¬ 
try and in England itself. British 
forces, on land, sea and air, are 
being used in support of a British- 
sponsored government in Athens to 
help disarm the democratic resist¬ 
ance groups who fought the Nazi 
invaders and spearheaded the liber¬ 
ation of Greece. It is the hope of 
all the United Nations that the 
British and Greeks soon can effect 
a fair agreement. But so far hos¬ 
tilities are growing in this second 
week of civil strife. 

Veteran 77th division Yank 
troops on Sunday captured the 
bomb - shattered port of Ormoc, 
main Jap base on the west coast of 
Leyte island, scoring our first big 
ground victory since Gen. MacAr- 
thur led his avenging forces back 
to the Philippines nearly two 
months ago. This victory drove a 
solid wedge ' behind the enemy’s 
main forces — estimated at 40,000 
men—holding positions northward 
along the Ormoc corridor. These 
battered and trapped Japaiiese are 
in a position to understand the 
American plight at Bataan three 
years ago. Three years of Allied 
advances in the Pacific have turn¬ 
ed the tables. 

The Jap capital itself is coming 
to recognize this fact. On Sunday 
alone our Saipan - based Super¬ 
fortresses lambasted Tokyo four 
times. 

And on the Asiatic mainland the 
Nip conquerors are running into 
renewed Chinese resistance which 
already has cleared the invader en¬ 
tirely from threatened Kweichow 
province. Resistant forces in China 


have been given a very material 
boost j by the growth of national 
unity in that country. 

The Central government has 
been reshuffled to ensure greater 
progressive, anti-Jap, action. Gen¬ 
eralissimo Chiang has refused pro¬ 
posals of the Chinese Communists 
to form a coalition government; 
nevertheless he has proffered coun¬ 
ter-proposals which the ambassa¬ 
dor from the guerrilla .region has 
flown back to his headquarters 
northwestern Yenan. These steps^i^ 
toward national unity have re¬ 
ceived the wholehearted support of 
the new American ambassador to 
China, Gen. Patrick Hurley.
